A JAU N T IN PERSIA. 


f reparations NecoMar/ for a Moaatain—iw 
la g Trip In the Shah’« D om inion*. 
This is the way we were oblig ed to 
prepare for the trip in order to reach 
our destination. 
It was essential that 
wo should take with us tents, bedding , 
crockery and sufficient animals to 
c a r r y 
ourselves, the servants and the outfit 
This req uired the employment of mnch 
talking and of occasional thrashing 
when the insolence of the chica d a r» 
, or 
muleteer, interfered with the clinching 
oi a barg ain. 
After several days o t 
preparation all seemed ready for the 
start. 
One curious circumstance about 
the journey, however, was the fact that 
we were oblig ed to journey by nig ht 
The g reat heat makes it impossible to 
travel in Persia in the middle of the 
day during the g reater part of the year 
Our departure was therefore so timed 
that we could have the benefit of the 
full moon. 
Once on the road, and 
winding throug h narrow lanes at a 
tFxle'-ate walk, wo were able to ob­ 
serve what an imposing procession we 
made. 
At the bead rode the 
g iUo d a r 
, 
or eq uerry, mounted on a white Shira- 
z©e Arab stallion. 
Two g entlemen fol­ 
lowed, and next to them came several 
ladies on donkeys. 
The 
twk tra va n 
was 
next in order, carrying the invalid of 
the party. 
This is a curious vehicle 
peculiar to Persia and Turkey. 
It is 
a covered litter liom« between two 
mules, and contains sliding doors and 
windows. 
It is rendered reasonably 
comfortable bv mattresses on which a 
person ear. lié at full leng th. 
The 
tacbtravan of the wealthy is sometimes 
handsome if decorated, and mention is 
made of King » of Persia using it many 
centuries ag o. 
Dut g enerally this con­ 
veyance is more heavily constructed 
than is necessary, owing to the diffi- 
culty of finding wood which is at once 
l.g bt and strong in Persia. 
The march 
of a tachtravun is necessarily tedious!/ 
slow, but it is announced for a long dis­ 
tance by the string # of jang ling bells 
carried by the çayly-decorated mules, 
which do not. however, seem to appre­ 
ciate the v *alth and weig ht of orna­ 
ment laviftù ed upon them. 
On level 
roads the ta ch fra van is a real luxury; 
but when there is a steep ascent or <io- 
,# eent combined With bad roads, thia 
form of locomotion is not only very try* 
mg to the mules, but is also a sever# 
strain on the rid« *r, both on account of

May th e Iloney Bee Become s T res- 
p Asserl 
Th« * Sup remo Court of New Yotk 
has decided th a t under certain cir­ 
cumstances the honey bee may be­ 
com e an unlawful tresp asser aud a 
nuisance, and th a t the owner is 
amenable in daniugee to the injured 
p arty. Here is the history ot the 
case just « lecided. 
In 1887 a wealthy banker of I>ela- 
waie County, N. Y., had a neighbor 
who kep t nu ap iary of 20 swranns of 
Ues within -50 feet ot the banker s 
dwelling. 
The banker comp lained 
th a t the bees attacked and stung 
member* ot bis tam ily-that they w ere, 
in fact, vicious and offensive insects, 
annoying his horse« und other stock. 
The neighbor refused to remove the 
t-ee*. and the bunker tiegau a suit 
for $ 1,200 « luniugesand an or« ier for 
the removal of the bees. 
The Na­ 
tional Bee K« ?e|s*rs’ Association as­ 
sumed the defense, and thus made 
this a test ease 
The trial lasted 
several days und brought out much 
exjtert testimony. The jury declared 
the ap iary a nuisance, and aw ardtd 
the p laintiff six cents and costs, thus 
establishing a p recedent. The court 
at once issued nn injunction restrain­ 
ing the defendant from m aintaining 
tlie ap iary on his p remises. The de­ 
fendant ap p ealed and is now again 
defeated. 
It is said th a t the Bee 
Keep ers' Association will continue 
the fight by a further ap p eal to the 
Uourt of Ap p eals—the court of final 
resort.

The meeting o f the city co uncil o n 
Mo nday evening was well attended by 
spectato rs as well as members o f that 
august bo dy as every chair was filled 
and o n ro ll call “present” was pro mpt­ 
ly answered to each name.

po intment o f chief o f po lice by May o r 
Hemstead in place o f Ed. Caffery 
who tendered his star and resigned 
o n Saturday evening. The may o r 
had appo inted Mr. Barro n and he had 
been serving since that time and all 
that was necessary was the co nfirma­ 
tio n o f the appo intment by the city 
co uncil. After reading the minutes 
mid attending to ro utine business the 
city clerk read Mr. Caffery ’a co m­ 
municatio n as fo llo ws: 
To the Ho no rable May o r and City 
Co uncil, Gentlemen: 
I have the ho no r to respectfully 
hand y o u herewith my resignatio n as 
chief o f po lice. The duties o f the o f­ 
fice are o f an arduo us nature and I 
have felt fo r so me time that I wanted 
to lay aside the trust Business rela­ 
tio ns co mpel me to make this step at 
the present time. Thanking y o u fo r 
past co urtesies, I remain, y o ur humble 
servant 
E d. C a ffe by . 
The co mmunicatio n was immedi­ 
ately accepted and the may o r’s co m­ 
municatio n appo inting Wm. Barro n 
was read. 
Aid. O’Brien mo ved to 
co nfirm the appo intment which was 
seco nded, and Aid. Gardner mo ved to 
vo te by ballo t o n the matter, to which 
Aid. O’Brien o biected, and asked that 
they vo te by ay es and nay s. The 
matter was put to a vo te as to which 
way sho uld be ado pted the gentlemen 
vo ting fo r the ballo t vo te being Aid. 
Crawfo rd, Ko o p, Ho we, Bro wn and 
Gardner. ALL O’Bnen, Cullen, Wal­ 
ters and President Wheatley vo ting 
fo r the ay es and nay s, and the fo rmer 
carried. 
Aid. O’Bnen stated that the gentle­ 
men might as well vo te o penly o n the 
matter as no w they knew ho w the 
vo te wo uld go any ho w, and that he 
tho ught as lo ng as the may o r had ap­ 
po inted Mr. Barro n that they o ught 
to co nfirm the appo intment as he had 
lived lo ng eno ugh in the city to be 
kno wn as an ho no rable man and his 
rejectio n wo uld place him befo re the 
peo ple in the light o f a tramp. 
The ballo t was then taken and the 
result was six against and three fo r 
the co nfirmatio n o f the appo intment.

A JAUNT IN PERSIA. 


V reparations Necessary for a Mountains*!* 
lag Trip In the Shah's Dominion*. 
This is the way we were obliged to 
prepare for the trip in order to reach 
our destination. 
It was essential that 
ire should take with us tents, bedding* 
crockery and sufficient animals to carry 
ourselves, the servants and the outfit 
This required the employment of much 
talking and of occasional thrashing 
when the insolence of the chicadars, or 
muleteer, interfered with the clinching 
of a bargain. 
After several days of 
preparation all seemed ready for the 
start. 
One curious circumstance about 
the journey, however, was the fact that 
we frere obliged to journey by night 
The great heat makes it impossible to 
Travel in Persia in the middle of the 
day during the greater part of the year. 
Our departure was therefore so timed 
that we could have the benefit of the 
full moon. 
Once on the road, and 
winding through narrow lanes at a 
moderate walk, wre were able to ob­ 
serve what an imposing procession we 
made. 
At the head rode the giliodar, 
or equerry, mounted on a white Shira- 
zee Arab stallion. 
Two gentlemen fol­ 
lowed, and next to them came several 
ladies on donkeys. 
Tile tachtravan was 
next in order, carrying the invalid of 
the party. 
This is a curious vehicle 
peculiar to Persia and Turkey. 
It is 
a covered litter borne between two 
mules, and contains sliding doors and 
windows. 
It is rendered reasonably 
comfortable bv mattresses on which a 
person car, lie at full length. 
The 
tachtravan of the wealthy is sometimes 
handsomely decorated, and mention is 
made of lyings of Persia using it many 
centuries ago. 
But generally this con­ 
veyance i«, more heavily constructed 
than is necessary, owing to the diffi- 
e-ilty of finding wood which is at once 
fight and strong in Persia. 
The march 
of a tachtravan is necessarily tediously 
slow, but it is announced for a long dis­ 
tance by the string*, of jangling bells 
carried by the gayly-decorated mules, 
which do not. however, seem to appre­ 
ciate the v *alth and weight of orna­ 
ment lavished upon them. 
On level 
roads the tachrravan is a real luxury; 
but when there is a steep ascent or de­ 
scent combined with bad roads, this 
form of locomotion is not only very try­ 
ing to the mules, but is also a sever* 
strain on the rider, l*oth on account of 
the exertion requisite in preserving his 
position and the nervous strain caused 
by watching the frequent peril of being 
.furled over 
a precipice, 
At 
the 
head of th* 
leading mule marched 
a stately Arab, Abdullah Ibn Bassan 
His gait was that of a prince; 
he 
was six feet in height, sparely built and 
perfectly erect. 
A camel's-hair tunic 
reached to the ankles. 
His head was 
muffled with a striped mantle bound 
around the forehead with a white cord. 
liis swarthy features were haggard but 
yet handsome, and the dark orbs which 
flashed from under cavernous brows 
wore marked by a proud and romantic 
melancholy, deepening into a glow of 
injured pride tinged wuth sadness when 
he was refused a backsheesh, as if he 
would reproach you for having disap­ 
pointed the confidence he had reposed 
in your elevated generosity, 
What a 
standard is to an army was this son of 
the desert to our humbler train.

gave to it such a bearing that he seemed 
to be the chief person in it instead of a 
poor mule-driver earning twenty oents a

T uttle took 854 seal skins th a t were on 
board and all the guns and amm unition and 
then placed the quarterm aster of the Hush 
on board with instructions to take the 
schooner to Sitka. 
After the Hush left the 
Pathfinder headed lor Victoria, despite the 
protests of the prize crew. 


A n exceedingly sad incident m ark­ 
ed the introduction of the late Mrs. 
Julia Gardiner Tyler to her husband, 
I'resident John Tvler, in 1H 44. With 
her father, Mr Gardiner, she had just 
returned to this country from Eu- 
roj>e, and was visiting in W ashing­ 
ton when the two were invited by the 
President to join a pleasure excur­ 
sion down the river on the wur steam ­ 
er Princeton.

The case 
is being investigated. 


Sheriff Nail of Abilene, Kan , captured a t 
Conway Springs Williard Jackson, who rob­ 
bed the Solomon State bank some m onths 
ugo. The robery was in broad daylight, the 
cashier being knocked dow n. 
Five hundred 
men were on the m an's track in an hour, but 
he escaped. He was found working as a 
farm hand and captured after a desperate 
resistance. The cashier recognizes the rob­ 
ber. 
William J. Fry, a young man sent to the 
county jail a t P ittsburg ior drunkenness, 
comm itted suicide in his cell by stabbing 
himself in the heart with a lead pencil. When 
discovered the young man was dead. 
On 
the left breast, just over the heart, four or 
five holes were discovered, and in his pocket 
u leadjiencil was found, broken and covered 
with blood, showing th a t it was by it th at 
the wounds were made. 
A shooting occurred at Table Springs, 
Indian territory, which resulted in the death 
of two men named Moraine and Given and 
the arrest of a third man named Pixley. 
Given had accused Moraine and Pixlev of 
horse stealing. The tw o latter attem pted to 
procurea retraction ol the statem ent. In the 
quarrel 'h a t ensued Given und Moraine drew 
their revolvers and fired until both had fallen. 
Pixley with a hamm er pounded Given’s 
brains out. Moraine died shortly afterwards. 
Enos Girard, a convict in the state prison 
at Jackson, Mich., who was sent u p o n a fif­ 
teen years’ sentence from Pontiac, dropped 
dead a t the supper table, his death resulting 
from knife wounds inflicted by Convict Isaac 
Clark on the 10th of August 
Girad. Plat- 
ner. Clark and Graham were arrested for the 
celebrated Norris murder in Wayne county, 
the toi'iuer furnished the testim ony on which 
Clark got a life sentence. 
Plainer was made 
a cripple for lite by an attack from Clark a 
year ago. Clark, w ho was in his < *11 w hen 
lie heard ot G irard's death,laughed about it. 
saying “Now, I must finish l’latner.” 
News from the latest Mississippi race war 
a t Leflore is to the offect th a t there was a 
large body of white men mounted and armed 
who had flocked therefrom various points 
before the arrival of the troops. These men 
had dispersed the negroes and raptured some 
of the leaders. 
Boports as to whether any 
negroes had been killed or the number cap­ 
tured were very conflicting. One negro was 
certainly killed by another negro for refusing 
to join them. Otic man told the officers th a t he 
saw six dead negroes six miles from the river.

The troops captured and turned over to the 
sheriff forty negroes. 
It was reported after 
the troops*left th a t one of the negro leaders 
was hanged. 
A saloon row between white men and no. 
groes at Howerton Store, iu Bibb county 
Alabama, the killing of John Lawrence by 
two negro burglars, and the lynching of the 
latter, have caused much bad feeling between 
the whites und biacks, und a murderous con-

A correspondent who visited the mining 
districts of Illinois, says: “The situation in 
the mining regions.” is nnsjieukably dis­ 
tressing. 
Hunger and disease are abroad, 
and death is desolating the homes of the 
hopeless victims of this unnatural struggle. 
It would be hard to exaggerate the horrors 
which I have witnessed during my week's 
trip through the coal region. 
It is bad 
enough everywhere 1 went, but it is worse a t 
Spring Valley than elsewhere 
But even 
there the poverty stricken inhabitants are 
not like the poor la m used to seeing in New 
York. 
It was more pitiful than anything I 
ever witnessed l>efore 1 went am ong the 
cottages. 
They are nice, and uresurnm nded 
by pretty lawns and gardens, but the awful 
poverty within was shocking. 
Women tohl 
me th a t they had not so much as a piece ot 
soap with which to clean their children's 
clothing: and their stoves were rusting for 
the want of a little polish. 
Sickness is in­ 
creasing, and the doctor told me the people 
were so enfeebled (roni long privation aud 
anxiety th a t an epidemic might break out 
a t any moment. 


The Highwayman C sptared. 
Heimund Holzhay, the highwayman and 
train robber who has operated in Northern 
Wisconsin and the upper peninsular of Mich­ 
igan for the last eight months, is behind the 
iron bars of the M arquette county jail. 
He 
was captured a t Republic, u mining town 
twenty miles west of Ishpeming, Mich., by 
Murshal Glode of th a t village, assisted by 
E. E. Weiser, a justice of the peace. The 
highwayman arrived in Republic late a t 
night. The villoge is on a branch track of 
the South Shore railway and is on the main 
line of the Milwaukee & Northern. 
He regis­ 
tered a t the Republic hotel. 
The son 
ot the proprietor noticed th a t the man ta l­ 
lied very closely with the description of the 
Gogebic stage robber and informed the vill­ 
age marshall of his suspicions. 
The room 
where lie slept was watched during the night 
und in the morning he atebreukfast and paid 
his bill, remurkiug th a t he wished to leave 
tow u on the first train. 
Directions were giv­ 
en him and he started for the depot followed 
by the m arshal and Weiser. 
He apparently 
noted 
thut 
he 
was 
being 
followed 
and quickened his pace. 
Ju st 
before 
reaching the depot, Marshal Globe stepped 
in front of him and tohl him to consider 
himself under arrest. Quicker thun thought 
the outlaw pulled a revolver from his pocket, 
but it was grasped by the murshal, A sec­ 
ond revolver was drawn with his left hand, 
but the officer succeeded in hitting him over 
the head with his •’billy” t>efore he could 
shoot. 
Weiser then came to the m arshal's 
assistance, and after a oesperate resistance 
he was overpowered and taken to the jail. 
Exam ination of hia pockets brought out, in 
addition to the 44-caliber und 38-caliber re­ 
volvers captured by the marshal, three gold 
w atches and 
three pocket books, one of 
which bore on the flap the name of A. G. 
Fleischbein. 
This book, containing $20, 
and one of the watches found on him were 
what he obtained by the cold-blooded m ur­ 
der of Banker Fleischbein, near Lake Gogebic. 
Another pocketbook contained promissory 
notes 
and 
other 
valuubls 
papers. 
Thfre 
was 
no 
name on 
it, 
but 
if was evidently the 
property of 
.1. 
J. 
Low of St. Paul. The mail was questioned 
and adm itted th a t he was the robber of the 
Gogebic coach and th a t he murdered Fleiacb- 
bein. 
At. noon he was put aboard the train, 
uceompunied by the m arshal and a host of 
deputies, and taken to the county jail at 
M arquette. At every station on the road 
there were crowds watching for him. There 
was much talk of lynching, but the mobs 
lacked capable leaders and no attem pt a t 
lynching was made. 
At IshjM-ming two 
thousand people assembled at the depot and 
on the streets adjacent. 
Holzhay went to 
the window of the car and with great sang­ 
froid bowed a t the mob outside. 
Holzhay maintained hisstolidity, although 
it must have been known to him th at in re­ 
turning to Gogebic county he was facing 
death from the mob. 
When questioned, he 
made the following statem ent to the officers 
who captured him: 
I did hold up the Milwaukee & Northern 
t ruin. 
I don’t ju st remember th*» date. 
1 
got a haul of about. $50. 
I boarded the 
train a t Maple Valley 
I went through the 
train und spotted such men as I thought, 
would,l»e likely to have money. I then walked 
back and the first man I held up was the 
brakem an.

I also held up several 
other passengers and got small am ounts.

1 got a few watches, 
Two of which you have taken from me. 
The black pocketbook found on ine w as ta k ­ 
en from a passenger on the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral train 
Y ou will find a $200 note and a 
lot of cards, which I think gives the passed, 
ger's name. 
1 have done several other little 
jol**, but these don't, concern you and will do 
n« good to tell, as they did not am ount to 
much. 
I commenced business in this section 
some time this spring.

temac, whose stutue adorns the principal 
j promenade of the city of Mexico, Senor Mer­ 
cado says th a t he has in his possession hiero­ 
glyphic documents which convince him th at 
it was in the Fed regal th a t Montezutna hid 
his treasures, am ong other things a huge 
golden sun. A few weeks ago a valuable 
black i»earl was found and also an emerald 
near some skeletons discovered in a subter­ 
ranean passage. The excavations ure cer­ 
tainly remarkable, having already disclosed 
a subterranean staircase, winding passages 
and vaults, jawbones and skeleton* destitute 
of tusk or teeth, thus, according Senor Mer­ 
cado. proving beyond question th a t the In­ 
dians their buried were pure Aztecs.

Ksre Riots Is the Kooth. 
Recently a train with colored excursionists 
arrived a t the Gouldsboro depot in Gretna 
troni Baton Rouge, Ea. 
A large number ol 
people were on the streets, owing to an 
alarm of fire. 
Many colored men and women 
were near the depot aw aiting the train. 
As 
the train neared the depot one of the excur­ 
sionists, in attem pting to jum p off. fell to 
the ground. Some unknown person cried 
“ Look at the black devil!” whereupon th« 
negro 
drew 
a 
pistol 
and 
fired 
four 
op 
five 
shots, 
one 
of 
tht* 
bullets piercing the nose ofa white man nam ­ 
ed Miller, u brother of one o ' the G retna po 
lice.lodging in the back ot the neck 
Shoot­ 
ing now began general, some 400 or 500 
shots being fired in less than fifteen minutes. 
A terrible panic prevailed. 
Men women and 
children ran in all directions,screaming wi t-fi 
their lunch baskets, hats, and losing their 
shoes, etc. Ed. I-evy (colored) of Algiers 
was shot in the left arm, and a colored wo­ 
man named Fleming was fatally shot in the 
back. 
The stories of the row and its origin 
differ very 
widely. 
The 
negroes 
say th a t 
before 
the 
arrival 
o f 
the 
train there was a large force of armed white 
men aw aiting its arrival, and th at some ten 
minutes after the train had stopped and 
after a portion of the excursionists 
had 
reached the street cars, and while others j 
were still on board the train, white men, I 
w ithout any sort of provocation, opened fire | 
on the crowd. The white men's version of ; 
the affair as given by eye witnesses differs ‘ 
very m aterially frotn th a t of the negroes, t 
They state th a t there were only some half , 
dozen white men concerned in the affair, and j 
th a t the shooting was commenced by the 
negroes before the train had stopped. 
News is also received ol a small race war 
near Shell Mound. Miss. 
A telegram from 
Greenwood says: Our sheriff received infor­ 
m ation from Sunriysidc, fifteen miles above 
Shell Mound, that, there were five hundred 
negroes massed in the Johnson field 
nc.tr 
there, 
and 
help 
was n«*d«(l. He wired 
the governor the situation and asked for 
troops, which was jesponded to prom ptly 
by Gov. Lowry in person.bringing with him 
five coin jinnies of militia. Gov. Lowry has 
two companies to Sunnysideto report to the 
sheriff, w ho went up there to see if he could 
do anything with the negroes. The steam ­ 
boat running between here and Sharkey has 
just come in, bringing a number of women 
and children. Gov. Lowry cautions the jveo- 
ple to Ikj free from all violence and not vio­ 
late the law in any particular, but assist the 
county authorities to enforce it. There have 
been several reports from tho scene of the 
trouble, one of which was th a t the negroes 
had left the vicinity of Sunnyside, breaking 
uj» in small bands of twenty or thirty and 
seemed to be sulky and mad.

The wound appeared to have been 
inflicted with an axe or other heavy instru­ 
ment, as the right arm bore a great bruise, 
evidently inflicted as if he w«s warding off a 
blow. There was no witnesses to the tra g ­ 
edy, as the murderer and victim were ulone 
together. The attention of llaines was a t­ 
tracted by the wife of the murdered man, 
who 
stood 
w ithout the 
house 
u tter­ 
ing 
piercing 
shrieks 
th a t 
her 
hus­ 
band was dying. Haines entered the house 
and 
found the gory sjwe-tacle. hut was 
unable to extract from the wife any accoun t 
of the murderous assault. Bhe had been 
drinking heavily and could not or would 
not reveal w hat she evidently knew. Every­ 
thing jioints to the wife as the murderess.the 
strongest evidence 
being the fact th a t 
though they had lived together fo ra lontr 
time, their married life wns storm y in the 
extrem e and rows and fights between them 
were frequent. On one occasion she 
had 
severely choked him. and as he was sixty- 
five arid she twenty years his junior, she 
w as his superior in physical strength. 
Samuel Holmes, the murdered man. was a 
well-to-do farmer of D akota county,and the 
m urder has created a widespread sensation, 
its mysterious character adding to the ex­ 
citement.

1 think he 
can make a good speech. I am always glad to 
see so manv soldiers looking hearty and healthy. 
I think we can stand on our legs yet. 1 like to 
see th at our old Uncle Sam takes pretty good 
care of these old soldiers. 
Uncle Sam cannot 
make old men young, but he can make young 
men just as good as you or I ever were. I see 
that Milwaukee is full of them and they are 
coming out of the bushes everywhere. If you 
think you are the only old soldiers you are m is­ 
taken. There were 
OLD SOLDIERS BEFORE YOU 
and there w ill be again. Such is the providence 
of the world, just as good inen were born a thou­ 
sand years ago and will be born a thousand 
years hence. All we have to do is to do our 
parts in this short period of life honorably and 
honestly. 
I think we 
can 
pass the graud 
tribunal and say: “We have tried to do our 
l>est." and the sentence will be “Well done.” 
We have passed through one crisis of 
our 
country's history. I don't see any chance of 
another, but nobody knows the future. 
Bring 
up your children to love and venerate the old 
soldiers who fonght in 1861 and 1865 and maxe 
them uncover their heads when they see that 
little banner that you followed in the days 
which tried us to the utm ost. Let us ven­

PENSION8 
The pension 
com m ittee, comjxised 
of 
George E. Merrill, John H. Kountz, J. T. H. 
Burst, R W. Blue aud Lucius Fairchild, sub­ 
m itted the foliowiug reDort: 
The committee regrets that owing to the short 
session of congress and the crowded condition of 
huriuesM following tbe last encampment very 
little in the line of practical results has been 
sccomolished in the work for which the coiu- 
m ittie waa appointed. Immediately after the 
holiday session of congress the pension com­ 
mittee held a meeting In Chicago, aud from 
thence, by appointmeut, called upon tbe presi­ 
dent-elect at bis home m Indianapolis, having a 
very pleasant interview and receiving from him 
the most cordial assurance of his warm interest 
iu the great question of pensions, and his earn­ 
est desire for generous legislation in behalf of 
the defenders of the Union. Immediately after 
another meeting of the committee was held m 
Washington, but from tbe clrcumstauees above 
mentioned, and from the facta narrated lu tbe 
last report of this committee it was found Im­ 
possible to bring about anv additional legisla­ 
tion during the remaining days of the session. 
Following the practically unanimous expression 
of opinion bv the last national encampment, 
your committee prepared two pension bills. 
The disability bill was broadeued in its provi­ 
sions as to include your endorsement for 
A PENSION TO TH E WIDOWS 
of all honorably dricharged veterans. This bill, 
us thus enlarged, provides a pension of $12 per 
month to all honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors who are uow, or may hereafter become 
disabled, without requiring proof that such dis­ 
ability arose from causes actually within the 
line of their service, and, as In all ether 
similar 
bills 
prepared 
by this 
commit­ 
tee, 
without 
any 
requirements 
of 
dependence in relation to such disabled vet­ 
erans, thus relieving the bill entirely from the 
objectionable .Hint of pauperism: a pen-non for 
all dependent parents from the actual time of 
dependence, whether occurring at or subsequent 
to the sou's enlistment: increase of pensions 
to 
minor 
children 
from 
$2 
to $5 per 
month, aud a 
p-nsion 
for 
all 
widows, 
whether the deceased husband was or was 
not lu reoelpt of a pension. The committee also 
prepared a bill granting a pension to each hon­ 
orably dlschaiged veteran at the monthly rate 
of on“ cent for each day's service, with a mini­ 
mum limitation of $* per mouth. Bills contain­ 
ing all of these provisions were then in various 
forms 
before 
the committees of congress, 
but it was 
found, on

Upon consultation with the theu commissioner 
of (tensions the committee asked of congress an 
increase in the fdtce attached to these various 
offices for the purpose of expediting the hu-d- 
nees. 
By the then session of congress the cler­ 
ical force in the (xm-uou office was Increased 
from 742 to 1,5*9. To the adjutant general s 
office was added 167 clerks, to the surgeon s j66 
and hfty-tw o to other departm ents connected 
vrtrii this w ork—a total of 1,210 additional 
clerks, at an exi>en<te of nearlv $2,000,000 an­ 
nually. Following this the committee asked of 
congress aud secured a law giving tbe commis­ 
sioner of pensions tbe power to appoint boards 
of 
exam ining 
surgeons 
throughout 
tbe 
country, 
wherever 
In 
bis 
Judgment, 
necessary to expedite tbe work of pension 
examination. The next recoinmendation of this 
committee that became law was for the appoint­ 
m ent of special pension examiners In the field, 
and 250 were appointed to hasten the exam ina­ 
tion into peuston cases about w btch questions 
arise. Another recommen<tatlon that became 
law was for the employment of experts as to 
special diseases in cases demanding special ex­ 
amination. 
THE NEXT RECOMMENDATION 
of the comm ittee which became a law was tbe 
increase of pensions to $30, $36 and $45 for the 
lues of a lea. arm. foot, hand, or equivalent dis- 
abUUy. '1 be committee next found that In the 
practice of the pension office the claim of a sol- j 
dier to a pension from disability was universally 
attacked upon the ground of existing disability 
a ’ the time of his enlistm ent, sod he w*s eotn- 
peHed to prove that be was in sound health 
when the government accepted his services. 
Pension agents hsd been perm itted to cuarge 
pensioners whatever sums they saw fit for their 
services iu connection with such pensions. 
In 
many cases these am ounts were enormous 
Upon recommendation of the pension com m it­ 
tee the agents’ fees were fixed and limited 
by 
law. 
Still 
later, the 
recommendation 
of th is comm ittee 
was 
adopted by 
con­ 
gress increasing 
tbe 
pension of a widow 
from $8 to $12 a month. It was upon recom­ 
mendation of this comm ittee th at laws have 
been passed very largely Increasing the pensions 
for me severer disabilities. Tbe dl*abiitty bill 
prepared by this committee and which i>a*sed 
both houses of congress, but was vetoed by the 
president, provided for pensio-ia to ail disabled 
soldn-rs, 
w ithout 
reference 
to 
cause 
of 
disability; 
to 
pareots 
in 
all 
esses 
whera 
they 
became 
in 
needy 
circum ­ 
stances after the death of a soldier, instead of 
the present law, refusing pensions in any such 
case, except where parents 
were dependent 
upon the soldier at the time of en lstment. This 
bill also provided for tbe continuance of every 
soldier's (tension la case of hts death to his 
widow In h< r own right, and increased the 
pension of minor children. The comm ittee had 
pending before the last session of congress an­ 
other bill providing pensions for all widows, 
without reference to th» cause of the death 
of 
their 
husbands, 
bills 
for 
the 
snr- 
vlvors 
of 
the 
rebel 
prisons 
and 
for the re-enactm ent 
of 
the 
arrears law. 
While the foregoing does not comprise all tliat 
has l>een accomplished by the Grand Armv ten - 
slon committees, nor indicate by any means tbe 
entire amount of their work, it is sufficiently 
comprehensive, and exhibits rnongh accomp­ 
lished tact to justify tbe original appointm ent, 
and we recommend that the w o n be vigorously 
pushed lor the year to come upon the line 
marked out by the national encampment, 
ADJUTANT GENERAL’* R E roR T .

M il w a u k e e , Aug. 29 —At the morning ses­ 
sion of the national encam pm ent the elec­ 
tion of officers for the ensuing year was 
completed. 
Dr. Horace P. Porter of Ken­ 
tucky was chosen surgeon general; YV. H. 
Childers of Kentucky, chaplain, and T. J. 
Love of Now Jersey, junior vice commander. 
Gen. Alger, president of the Logan m onu­ 
m ent fund, reported that the collections to 
date aggregated $11,119.60. 
A com m ittee 
was authorized to place before congress a 
proposition to set apart a portion of the 
$ 4 0 ,0 0 0 appropriated for the site to be 
added to the fund for the monum ent. Gen. 
YY’arner left the chair and made a strong aj>- 
peal for the m onum ent scheme. 
He sug­ 
gested 
th at

com m ittee 
be 
en­ 
larged 
to 
include 
one 
representative 
from 
each 
departm ent 
with 
in­ 
structions to push the wQrk until the 
m onum ent was finally erected at YVaebing- 
ton. 
Comrade Perkins of Kansas introduced 
resolutions by which the encam pm ent heart­ 
ily thanked the adm inistration of President 
Harrison for the honor it had conferred 
upon the Grand Army in appointing Corporal 
Tanner as oommissioner of pensions, endors­ 
ing his m anagem ent of the bureau that had 
been created for the benefit of the soldiers 
and sailors of the war, and denouncing the 
bitter and m alignant criticism s of a portion 


of the press upon bis official conduct. 
Ap- f 
plause greeted the resolution, but Gen. Bar- 
num of New York was quickly ujpon his feet 
with a substitute, declaring th at notw ith­ 
standing tbe assault* of an unfriendly pres* 
the encam pm ent declared its belief io the 
integrity of tho commissioner, nnd 


EXPRESSED ITS APPROVAL 
of his efforts to do ail for the t-oldiers and 
sailors of the country that tho laws allowed; 
it suggested, however, th at a com m ittee 
should be appointed to investigate the w ork­ 
ings of the pension office. 
An anim ated dis­ 
cussion of three hours’ duration ensued. 
Comrade Campbell of Kansas voiced the gen­ 
eral sentim ent as expressed by a score of 
delegates in the following language: 
For fifteen years we have been declaring, and 
others have been uttering a sentiment that the 
country can never pay the debt oue to tie* oid 
soldiers, but Corporal Tanner is tbe first officer 
that has made that sentiment upon a p r a c t ic a l 
reality. I believe It is the high duiy of this en­ 
campment to sustain him iu working .ut that 
sentiment. If the Grand Army of the R e p u b l ic 
ever had a dutv to perform, looking neither to 
the right nor to the left, to the committee that 
is investigating the workings of the pension 
bureau or to tbe commissioner hiniaeif, it Is now, 
aud we ought to pass this resolution. 
The sub­ 
stitute differs with it In only one particular. It 
expresses belief In the integrity of Comrade 
Tanner, and would not Influence the action ot 
the committee charged witn the investigation. 
It may be better than an endorsement like that 
offered in the origual resolution, but we should 
make our endorHemeut strong enough. 
The 
original resolution expresses our sentiments ex­ 
actly. If'farm er is dishonest or ha* done auy 
criminal act we will find it out when the com­ 
mittee makes Its report. 
Tbe presumption of 
law la that every man is innocent until he in 
proved guilty, and as far as I am concerned ! 
will make that presumption go to the fulleatj ex­ 
tent in this case. 
In the debate th at followed one delegate 
declared th at he would not dare to go back 
to the t-oidiera of M iunesota after harm ing a 
hair of Tanner’s head any more than to ride 
through a band of Bioux Indians with their 
war paint ou. 
I be encam pm ent, he urged, 
should stand by Taun*r uutil som ething 
wrong had been proven against him. 
Gen. 
YVagirer of Philadelphia took the ground that 
both resolution and substitute was a club in 
tne hands of T anner’s enemies. 
Tbe en­ 
cam pm ent ought not to force the udminis- 
trution to suspend a necessary investigation. 
Another delegate, in tbe course of a lengthy 
speech, said: 
I was in YVasbfhgtoa last week, and I heard It 
charged upon the streets and everywhere el*e 
i hat men employed In the bureau were ail get­ 
ting their cases marie special and taken up im ­ 
mediately aud rerated much higher, while the 
poor devils of the rank aud file have to stand 
back and wait. 
I told them th at it was a lie. 
hot If he has done that and we pas* the original 
resolution we endorse such action on his part 
The su b stitltute te broad enough This encamp­ 
m ent knew nothing of the details of l aonei's 
work and cannot pass judgm ent upon ft. 
We 
may believe it is ail right, but we do not know 
it. 
If we pass the original resolution and the 
cornuiintee of investigation should exoneiate 
him, the opposition press would say that the ad­ 
min filtration dare not oppose the G. A. R , and 
they would have good reason to say it. 
Corporal Tanner himself took tne floor at 
this point, and in an impassioned speech de­ 
clared that he not only courted, but de­ 
manded, an investigation of hts adm inistra­ 
tion of tbe pension departm ent 
Ultimately 
the substitute of Gen. Burnum was amended 
to read as follows; 
T hat we thank the president of the United 
States for the aptiointinent of onr comrade 
Jam es Tanner, an commissioner of pensions, 
and th at notw ithstanding the assaults upon 
him we declare our complete confidence iu his 
integrity and our approval of his avowed pur­ 
pose to do all that is jtos*ible to be done under 
the laws of the land for the veterans of the war 
and with him we ask tor the fullest investiga­ 
tion of the management of hts office. 
THE NAVAL BATTLE 
This has been the great day of the en­ 
cam pm ent as 
regards 
crowds. 
Tbe day 
trains brought in 80.(MKJ additional visitors, 
mostly from YViaconsin and Illinois, tbe 
great attraction being the night naval battle 
in Milwaukee bay. 
Fully a quarter of a 
million of people occupied tbe beach, and 
tbe vast am phitheater on the hillside of tbe 
Lake Hhore I’ark was packed with Grand 
Armv men and their wives, those s ate be­ 
ing reserved for them 
The battle was a 
splendid sjiectacle, being participated in by 
about sixty vesee *, besides a stationary 
m ortar fleet, arid by about 3.000 infantry­ 
men and artillerym en, including seven com ­ 
panies of the Fourth batallion of YY’iscoo- 
sin, the Chicago 
Zouave*, Buttery D of 
Chicago, Milwaukee First L’ght B attery and 
several hundred Bons of YVterans.

A word whispered on an Alpine 
elope may precipitate an avalanche, 
and a euggestion «poken by a friend 
rnay ntart a man in an honorable 
career. Sir William Napier, disabled 
by an incurable wound, and living 
on halfpay, was tvtilking one day in 
London with Lord Langdale. Na­ 
pier had been dabbling in painting 
and sculpture, and had written for 
The Edinburg Review an able article 
ou Jotnini’g great work on military 
operation*. 
The two friend* conversed, while 
walking, on Southey’s narrative of 
the Peninsula war, then fresh from 
the press, and Lord Langdale was 
greatly struck by Napier’s remarks 
concerning the events of the struggle, 
in which he himself had achieved 
distinction. 
“ Napier, what an* you going to 
do?” suddenly askinl Langdale. 
“Do you mean where I am going to 
dine?” answered Napier. 
“ No, no. What are you thinking 
of for an occupation? You ought to 
give yourself to literature. Your a r­ 
ticle on Joinini prove* th a t you can 
write. Why not write a history of 
the war?” 
Napier went home to tell his wife 
what Lord Langdale had said. He 
added th at he doubted whether he 
was clever enough to write a history 
of the war. She believed in her hus­ 
band stalents, and was anxious th at 
he should take up some serious oc­ 
cupation, and accordingly encour­ 
aged him to try. He did try. Day 
after day he labored a t the desk. His 
wife, though burdened with the cares 
of a large family, was his counselor 
and amanuensis. She deciphered the 
whole of Joseph Bonaparte’s s?cret 
correspondence, written in a cipher 
which had baffled all the experts 
who had undertaken to read it. 
“ I would ha ve given twenty thous­ 
and pounds,” said Wellington, on 
hearing of her success, “to any per­ 
son who could Imvedone th at forme 
in the Peninsula.” 
Five years after the conversation 
with lord Langdale the first volume 
of tho “ History of the Peninsula 
W ar” was published. It mude its 
author famous. The public were de­ 
lighted to read the book of one who 
bad nobly shared in making the his­ 
tory he so eloquently narrated. His 
descriptions of battles, sieges nnd 
marches stirred the hearts ofreaders, 
and school boys declaimed his most 
brilliant passages. But the simple 
word ofa friend had started the his­ 
torian to his work.—Youth’s Corn*

The site having been select­ 
ed for the city 2.000,000 men were employed 
in the rearing of her wall* and the building 
o f ber works. 
It was a city sixty mile* in 
cireum'erenee. There was a trench all around 
the city, from which the material for the 
building ot the city had l»eeii dug. 
There were twenty five gate* on each side 
the city, between every two gute* a tower of 
defense sjiringing into the *kies 
from each 
gnte on the one side aetrcet running straight 
through to the rone-ponding street on the 
other side, so that there were fifty streets 
fifteen mile* long.

And vet 1 have to tell yon th a t it is going to 
be destroyed. The king nnd his prince* are 
a t a feast 
They are all intoxicated. 
Four 
out the rich wine into the chalices. 
Drink to 
the health of the king. 
Drink to the glory 
of Babylon. 
Drink to a great future. 
A thousand lords reel intoxicated. 
The 
king, seated uj>on a chair, with vacant look 
—a* iritoxuated m* n will—stared at the wall. 
But soon th a t vacant looks takes on inten­ 
sity, ami it is an affrighted look and all tbe 
prin*'* s begin to look and wonder what is 
the m atter, and they look ut the same jtoint 
on the wail.

If lrom the imper- 
fect measure the merchant pours out what 
pretend* to be a gallon of oil and there is 
css than a gallon. God knows it, ai;d he calls 
upon Ins recording angel to mark it: “So 
much wanting in th at measure of oil ” The 
farmer comes in from the country 
He has 
apples to sell. He has an irojierfect measure. 
H eponrsout the aj>pl**s from this imperfect 
measure. God recognizes it. 
He says to the 
recording angel: “ Mark down so many ap­ 
ples too few—an imj«erfect measure;” YYe 
may cheat ourselves and we may cheat the 
world, twit we cannot cheat God, and in the 
great day of judgment it w ill Is? found out 
th at whut we learned in boyhood at school 
is correct; that twenty hundredweight make 
a ton, and 120 solid feet make a cord of 
wood. No more, no less, nnd a religion 
w hich does not take hold of this life to come 
is no religion at all. 
But. my friends, th at 
i* not the style of balance I am to sj>eak ol 
today, th at is not the kind of weights aud 
measure*.

So 
God estim ates nations. 
How many times he 
has put the Spanish monarchy into the scales 
and fount! it sufficient and condemned it. 
The French etnjiire was placed on one side 
the scales und God weighed tbe French em­ 
pire, and N’ajioleon said: “ Have I not en­ 
large*) the boulevards? Did I not kintile the 
glories of t he Champs Kl vsees? H avel not 
adorned the Tuileries? Have I not built the 
gilded opera-house?” Then God weight*! the 
nation, and he jmt on one side the scales the 
emperor, and the boulevards, und the Tuil­ 
eries. and the Chumjts Elyseos. and the 
gilded opera-house and on the other side he 
jiuts th at m an's abominations, th a t m an’s 
libertinism, th a t 
m an’s selfishness, th a t 
m an’* godless ambition. This last came 
down, nnd all the brillaney of the scone 
vanished. YY’hat is th a t voice coming up 
from Sedan? YY'eighed and found wanting! 
But I must lieoome more individual nnd 
more jiersonal in my address 
Some j>eople 
say they do not think clergymen ought to 
be jiersonal in their religious addresses, but 
ought to deal with subjects in the abstract. 
1 do not think th a t way. 
YVhat would you 
think of a hunter who should go to the 
Adirondack* 
to 
shoot deer 
in tlie 
ab­ 
stract? Ah! no. 
He loud* the gun, he puts 
the b u tt ol it against the breast, he runs his 
eye along the barrel, he takes sure aim, and 
then crash go the antlers on the rocks. 
And 
so, if we want to lie hunters for the Lord, 
we must take sure aim and fire. 
Not in the 
abstract are we to treat things in religious 
discussions. 
If a physician comes info a sick 
room, does he treat disease in the abstract? 
No; he feels the pulse, takes the diagnosis, 
then he m a k e s the prescription. 
And if we 
want to heal soul* for this life and the life tq 
come, we do not want tq treat them in 1he 
abstract. 
The fuct is, you and I have a 
inaledy which, if umpired by grace, will kill 
us forever.

The pension 
committee, composed

George E. Merrill, John & Kountz, J. T. HL 
Burst, R W. Blue aud Lucius Fairchild, su b ­ 
m itte d th e following report: 
The com m ittee regrets th a t owing to th e short 
session of congress and the crowded condition of 
buxiuess follow ing tb s last encam pm ent very 
little in the line of practical resu lts has been 
sceoinolished in the work for which the com- 
raittve was appointed. Im m ediately a tte r the 
holiday session of congress th e pension com ­ 
m ittee held a m eeting In Chicago, and from 
thence, by appointm ent, called upon th e presi­ 
dent-elect a t bis hom e in Indianapolis, having a 
very pleasant interview and receiving from him 
the m ost cordial assurance of his warm interest 
in the great question of pensions, and lit* earn ­ 
est desire for generous legislation Id behalf of 
the defenders of the Union. 
Im m ediately after 
another m eeting of th e com m ittee was held m 
W ashington, but from the clrcum stauces above 
m entioned, and from the facts narrated iu the 
last report of ibis com m ittee it was found ira- 
jM)H*ihle to bring about anv additional legisla­ 
tion during the rem aining days of tb s session. 
Following the practically unanim ous expression 
of opinion bv the last national encam pm ent, 
your com m ittee prepared tw o pension billa. 
The disability bill was broadened in its provi­ 
sions as to include your endorsem ent for 
A PENSION TO THE WIDOWS 
of mil honorably di«cbarged veterans. T his bill, 
as th u s enlarged, provides a pension of $ 1 2 per 
m onth to all honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailor* who are now, or may hereafter become 
disabled, w ithout requiring proof th a t such d is­ 
ability arose from causes actually w ithin the 
line of th eir service, aud, as in all other 
sim ilar 
bills 
prepared 
by th is 
com m it­ 
tee. 
w ithout 
any 
requirem ents 
of 
dependence in relation to such disabled v et­ 
e ra n s th u s relieving the bill entirely from the 
objectionable .ain t of pauperism ; a pension for 
all dependent parents from the actual tim e of 
dejrendence. w hether occurring at or subsequent 
to the sou's en listm en t; increase of pensions 
to 
m inor 
children 
from 
$2 
to $5 per 
m onth, aud a 
p-nslon 
for 
all 
widows, 
w hether th e deceased husband waa or was 
not In reoelpt of a pension. 
The com m ittee also 
prepared a bill granting a pension to esc ti hon­ 
orably discharged veteran a t th e m onthly rate 
of on" cent for each day’s service, w ith a m ini­ 
m um lim itation of 
per m outh. 
Bills co n tain ­ 
ing all of these provisions were then in various 
form s 
before

Down to th e tim e of the ap- 
pointm eut of th is com m ittee in 1881. little or 
nothing had been done by th e veterans as a class

pension departm ent was seriously hindered, and 
the adjudication of hundred* of thousands of 
cases delayed, from the lack of a sufficient cler­

Upon consultation w ith tb s then com m issioner 
of i(elision* the com m ittee asked of congress an 
increase m the force attached to these various 
offices for the purpose of expediting the bo si­ 
ne cs. 
Bv th e then session of congress the cler­ 
ical force in the (tension office was increased 
from 742 to 1,589. 
l o th e a d ju tan t general s 
office was added 167 clerks, to the surgeon's 166 
an.I tifty-tw o lo other dejtarim ent* connected 
w ith this w ork—a total of 1,210 additional 
clerks, at an expense of nearly #2,000,000 an ­ 
nually. 
Following th is the com m ittee asked of 
congress and secured a law giving the com m is­ 
sioner of pensions the power to appoint boards 
of 
exam ining 
surgeons 
throughout 
the 
country, 
wherever 
in 
his 
judgm ent, 
necessary to expedite the work of (tension 
exam ination. The next recom m endation of this 
com m ittee th a t became law was for the app o in t­ 
m ent of special pension exam iners in th e field, 
and 250 were appointed to hasten the exam ina­ 
tion into oeaslon c«j**s about which questions 
arise. 
A nother recommen>lation th a t became 
law was for the em ploym ent of experts as to 
sis rial disease* in cases dem anding special ex­ 
am ination. 
THE NEXT BECOKSfENDATIOa 
of the com m ittee which t>ecsme a law was the 
increase of pensions to #30. #36 and #45 for th e 
loss of a leg. arm , foot, hand. or equivalent d is­ 
ability. T he com m ittee next found th at la th e 
practice of tho pension office th e claim of a sol­ 
dier to a pension from disability was universally 
attacked upon the ground of existing disability 
at the tim e of his enlistm ent, and he was com ­ 
pelled to prove th at be wa* in sound health 
when the governm ent accepted bis services. 
I tension agents had been perm itted to cuarge 
(■endowers w hatever sum s they saw fit for their 
services iu connection w ith such pension*. 
In 
m any case* these am ounts were enorm ous 
Upou recom m endation of the pension com m it­ 
tee the agents' feea were fixed and lim ited 
bv 
law. 
KUH

It was upon recom ­

widow in her own right, and increased the 
pension of m inor children. 
The com m ittee had 
pending before the last session of congress an ­ 
other bill providing pensions for all widows,

prisons 
and 
for the re-enactm ent

While the foregoing does not com prise all th a t 
has !>een accom plished by the Grand Army pen­ 
sion com m ittees, nor indicate by any m eans the 
entire am ount of their work, it is sntficienily 
com prehensive, and exhibits enough accom p­ 
lished tact to justify the original appointm ent, 
and we recom m end th at th e w o n be vigorously 
pushed lor the year to come upon the line 
m arked o u t by the national encam pm ent.

A word whispered on an Alpine 
elope may precipitate an avalanche, 
and a sujrprestion spoken by a friend 
may start a man in an honorable 
career. Sir William Napier, disabled 
by an incurable wound, and living 
on halfpay, was walking: one day in 
London with Lord Langdale. Na­ 
pier had l>een dabbling in painting 
and sculpture, and had w ritten for 
The Edinburg Review an able article 
ou Jotnini’s great work on military 
operations. 
The two friends conversed, while 
walking, on Southey's narrative of 
the Peninsula war, then fresh from 
the press, and Lord Langdale was 
greatly struck by N'opier's remarks 
concerningtheevent* of thestruggle, 
in which he himself had achieved 
distinction. 
“Napier, what art* you going to 
do?” suddenly asked Langdale. 
“Do you mean w here Iam going to 
dine?” answered Napier. 
“No, no. 
What are you thinking 
of for an occupation? You ought to 
give yourself to literature. 
Your ar­ 
ticle on Jomini proves that you can 
write. 
Why not w rite a history of 
the war?” 
Napier went home to tell his wife 
what Lord Langdale had said. He 
added that he doubted whether he 
wits clever enough to write a history 
of tile war. She believed in her hus­ 
band stalents, and was anxious that 
he should take up some serious oc­ 
cupation, aud accordingly encour­ 
aged him to try. He did try. Day 
after day he labored at the desk. His 
wife, though burdened with the cares 
of a large family, w as his counselor 
and amanuensis. She deciphered the 
whole of Joseph Bonaparte’s s?cret 
correspondence, w ritten in a cipher 
which had baffled all the experts 
who had undertaken to read it. 
“I would have given twenty thous­ 
and pounds,” said Wellington, on 
hearing of her success, “to any per­ 
son who could have done that forme 
in the Peninsula.” 
Five years after the conversation 
with lord Langdale the first volume 
of the “ History of the Peninsula 
War” was published. It made its 
author famous. The public were de­ 
lighted to read the book of one who 
bad nobly shared in making the his­ 
tory he so eloquently narrated.

1882 W. C. 
H art, the geologist, and two other 
?nthusiastic collectors of specimens 
were encamped near the lava 
lied* 
between the head w aters of t he l acha 
le la Poudre river and N orth Park. 
It was a rough, broken region, and 
the desolation w ns 
heightened by 
the proxim ity of the crater of an ex­ 
tinct volcano, while bare rocks and 
lead tim ber 
were 
everywhere. 
The hope of securing rare form ations 
for their 
cabinets attracted 
t he 
gentleman to the uncanny spot, for 
everyone 
averred th a t 
Cameron 
Pass was haunted by thespirit of an 
em igrant’s daughter. Joe Simpler, 
u well know m ountainer, who was 
piloting the p arty through the hills, 
had often seen the ghost, and prom ­ 
ised his com panions 
th a t 
they 
should see the 
strange apparition 
lie fore returning to their homes. 
He 
said 
the spirit was a thief, and 
frequently stole food and furniture 
from the cam ps of hunters who ven­ 
tured within her uninviting dom ain. 
At dinner August 12, 1882, Simp­ 
ler calmly announced th a t the spirit 
of Cameron Pass was approaching, 
and pointed to n strange being which 
was swiftly m oving tow ard thecam p. 
The m arauder came to within 500 
yards of the men, and seizing a 
haunch of venison which had been 
placed on a stone ran off with it. 
H art picked up his ritie, and, calling 
on his com rades to follow, started in 
pursuit of the thief. She—they were 
sure it was a woman—led them a 
lively race directly tow ard the lava 
lied*. 
Being close pressed the hunted 
creature dropped the m eat and sped 
onward to the opening of the ca ve. 
The pursuers entered the cavern on 
the heels of the strange robber and 
found the warm body of adead wom­ 
an. 
The corpse was th a t of a wom­ 
an about 25 years old. 
Her only 
clothing was a rude gown, fashioned 
of skins. Her hair was very long and 
she was sunburned and barefooted. 
The rem ains were buried decently. 
An exploration of the cave dis­ 
closed the fact th a t it had for some 
tim e lieen used as a habitation by 
the alleged spirit. The ground was 
covered with bon**s, anil, although 
there were cooking utensils about, it 
was evident th a t they had never 
been used. The unfortunate girl had 
subsisted on stolen m eats, roots and 
leaves. She had tried m eat for win­ 
ter use. 
For several years she was 
thought to lie a spirit.

Cheap Home-Made Ligtnlng Rods. 
I have traveled in twenty-one dif­ 
ferent states of the union and Cana­ 
da and everywhere the lightning-rod 
fiend has been ahead of me. In out- 
of-the-way, wilderness 
regions his 
mendacious work can be seen on 
buildings not w orth $100, and work, 
too, which endangered rather th an 
protected the structures upon which 
they were m ounted. 
I am glad to 
be informed, however, th a t but one 
lightning-rod m anufactory is now in 
existence 
in 
this country, where 
scores of them formerly existed. 
It 
is proof positive th a t the people are 
bet ter informed than formerly. More 
of them read the papers. 
It is a good policy to place light­ 
ning-rods upon all valuable buildings, 
or such as contain valuable property, 
explosives, inflammables, etc., but 
neither lightning-rod m anufactories 
nor lightning-rod agents are neces­ 
sary. 
Any m an of common “gum p­ 
tion” can rod a building as well as 
the alleged experts and m ake a safer 
job th an thfe average work of the 
traveling-r^d sharp. 
Ascertain if there is perm anently 
moist or wet soil beneath or near 
the building to be protected,going in­ 
to a well of w ater to find it if neces­ 
sary. Measure the distance from 
this point up one end of the building, 
along the ridge, and over the high­ 
est structure upon the buiding, even 
if it l>e a flog-staff, and down the 
opposite end of the building to the 
wet startin g point, or other perm an­ 
ently m oist point—not a cemented 
istern, for th a t would not be a m oist 
contact with the earth, which is ab ­ 
solutely necessary. 
H aving learned 
the num ber of feet stated above, 
have your m erchant order from a 
wholesale metal store th a t num ber 
of feet of copper wire, two or three 
sizes sm aller than ordinary telegraph 
w ire. 
H ave the wire in one piece or 
connected like telegraph wires. 
Run 
this wire over the points mentioned 
for measurem ent, fastened direct to 
the woodwork with fencewire staples, 
say every tlire** or four feet. No glass 
insulators, m etal points, or o th rr 
hum buggery is required, This is all 
th at is n«fessary for perfect protec­ 
tion against lightning th a t is, as 
perfect as any lightning-rod can be.—

May the Honey Bee Become a Tres­ 
passer! 
The Supreme Court of New York 
has decided th a t under certain cir­ 
cumstances the honey bee m ay be­ 
come an unlawful trespasser aud a 
nuisance, and th a t the owner is 
amenable in dam ages to the injured 
party. Here is the history of the 
case just decided. 
In 1887 a wealthy banker of Dela­ 
ware County, N. Y., had a neighbor 
who kept nn apiary of 20 swarms of 
b«*es within 50 feet ot the banker's 
dwelling. 
The banker complained 
th a t the bees attacked and stung 
members of his fum ily-that they were, 
in fact, vicious und offensive insects, 
annoying his horses and other stock. 
Tbe neighbor refused to remove the 
b ee* , and the bunker liegau a suit 
for $1,200 dam ages and an order for 
the rem oval of the I>ees. 
The Na­ 
tional Ifi*e Keejs-rs’ Association as­ 
sumed the defense, and thus made 
this a test case. 
The trial lasted 
several days and brought out much 
exjiert testim ony. The jury declared 
the apiary a nuisance, und aw arded 
the plaintiff six c**nts and costs, th u s 
establishing a precedent. The court 
at once issued an injunction restrain­ 
ing the defendant from m aintaining 
the apiary on his premises. The de­ 
fendant appealed and is now’ again 
defeated. 
It is said th a t the Bee 
Keepers' Association will continue 
the fight by a further appeal to the 
Court of Appeals—the court of final 
resort.

Many able writers have bent their 
energies to the puncturing of this 
balloon of vanity. 
Wendell I'hillip’s 
famous lecture on “The l^ost Arts” 
was given to thousands of audiences, 
which marveled at the wonderful ac­ 
complishments of men of ancient 
lim es,and departed thanking Provi­ 
dence th at they were reserved to live 
and act in later and better times. 
Prof. Max Muller’s last contribution 
to the Forthnightly lleview goes over 
the same ground and will probably 
have a similar vanishing effect upon 
the minds of all except a few of its 
m ost thoughtful readers. It is, how­

The City Council Refuses to Confirm 
Wm. Barron as C’hiet of Police. 
The meeting of the city council on 
Monday evening was well attended by 
spectators as well as members of that 
august body as every chair wels filled 
and on roll call “present” was prompt­ 
ly answered to each name. 
The 
interest awakened was over the ap­ 
pointment of chief of police by Mayor 
Hemstead in place of Ed. Caffery 
who tendered his star and resigned 
on Saturday evening. The mayor 
had appointed Mr. Barron and he had 
been serving since that time and all 
that was necessary was the confirma­ 
tion of the appointment by the city 
council. After reading the minutes 
and attending to routine business the 
city clerk read Mr. Caffery’a com­ 
munication as follows: 
To the Honorable Mayor and City 
Council, Gentlemen: 
I have the honor to respectfully 
hand you herewith my resignation as 
chief of police. The duties of the of­ 
fice are of an arduous nature and I 
have felt for some time that I wanted 
to lay aside the trust. Business rela­ 
tions compel me to make this step at 
the present time. Thanking you for 
past courtesies, I remain, your humble 
servant, 
E d. C atfery. 
The communication was immedi­ 
ately accepted and the mayor’s com­ 
munication appointing Wm. Barron 
was read. 
Aid. O’Brien moved to 
confirm the appointment which was 
seconded, and Aid. Gardner moved to 
vote by ballot on the matter, to which 
Aid. O’Brien obiected, and asked that 
they vote by ayes and nays. The 
matter was put to a vote as to which 
way should be adopted the gentlemen 
voting for the ballot vote being Aid. 
Crawford, Koop, Howe, Brown and 
Gardner. Aid. O’Brien, Cullen, Wal­ 
ters aod President Wheatley voting 
for the ayes and nays, and the former 
carried. 
Aid. O’Brien stated that the gentle­ 
men might as well vote openly on the 
matter as now they knew how the 
vote would go anyhow, and that he 
thought as long as the mayor had ap­ 
pointed Mr. Barron that they ought 
to confirm the appointment as he had 
lived long enough in the city to be 
known as an honorable man and his 
rejection would place him before the 
people in the light of a tramp. 
The ballot was then taken and the 
result was six against and three for 
the confirmation of the appointment. 
The city clerk’s report was read 
showing the fines for the month to be 
$307.15, of which $289 was paid in by 
the inmates of houses of prostitution. 
The city pay roll was allowed as 
follows:

The matter of purchasing the elect­ 
ric fire alarm was discussed and a mo­

Aid. Howe, as chairman of the 
finance committee, was instructed to 
see w’hat arrangements could be made 
with the banks here or elsewhere in 
regard to borrowing a sum of money 
until the city treasury was replenish­ 
ed in order to take up outstanding 
claims against the city. 
Aid. Koop then presented the fol­ 
lowing resolutions which were adopt­ 
ed: 


W h e r e a s, The late president of 
this council did at the last meeting of 
this body resign his membership 
herein as Alderman of the Second 
ward to accept the office of post­ 
master of this city. 
R esolved, That the thanks of this 
council are hereby extended to C. L.

R esolved, That these resolutions 
be spread upon the records of this 
council and a copy thereof be pre­ 
sented to him by the president of this 
council.

W. S. M cC lenahan. 
A general kick against the neglect 
of the Water Co. to put in the mains 
ordered was indulged in and the com­ 
pany was given until Oct. 1st to com- 
olete all extensions previously ordered 
by the council. 
The city attorney was instructed to 
draw up a resolution ordering a 
sidewalk to be built on the south 
side of Kingwood street from Fourth 
to Sixth streets. 
The petition of parties adjacent to 
the corner of Sixth and Laurel streets 
to have the electric light taken from 
one end of the East Brainerd bridge 
and placed on that corner, was ac­ 
cepted and the change ordered, the 
petitioners to stand the expense of 
the change. 
The remaining light 
will be placed in the center of the 
bridge, which will answer every pur­ 
pose. 
The remonstrance against building 
a sidewalk along the west end of 
Front street to the bridge was laid on 
the table. 
There being no further business 
the council adjourned.

The City Connell Refuses to Confirm 
Wm- Barron as Chiel of Police. 
The meeting of the city council on 
Monday evening was well attended by 
spectators as well as members of that 
august body as every chair was filled 
and on roll call “present” was prompt­ 
ly answered to each name. 
The 
interest awakened was over the ap­ 
pointment of chief of police by Mayor 
Hemste&d in place of Ed. Caffery 
who tendered his star and resigned 
on Saturday evening. The mayor 
had appointed Mr. Barron and he had 
been serving since that time and all 
that was necessary was the confirma­ 
tion of the appointment by the city 
council. After reading the minutes 
(iud attending to routine business the 
city clerk read Mr. Caffery’s com­ 
munication as follows: 
To the Honorable Mayor and City 
Council, Gentlemen: 
I have the honor to respectfully 
hand you herewith my resignation as 
chief of police. The duties of the of­ 
fice are of an arduous nature and I 
have felt for some time that I wanted 
to toy aside the trust Business rela­ 
tions compel me to make this step at 
the present time. 
Thanking you for 
past courtesies, I remain, your humble 
servant, 
E d. C attery. 
The communication was immedi­ 
ately accepted and the mayor’s com­ 
munication appointing Wm. Barron 
was read. 
Ald. O’Brien moved to 
confirm the appointment which was 
seconded, and Ald. Gardner moved to 
vote by ballot on the matter, to which 
Ald. O’Brien obiected, and asked that 
they vote by ayes and nays. The 
matter was put to a vote as to which 
way should be adopted the gentlemen 
voting for the ballot vote being Ald. 
Crawford, Koop, Howe, Brown and 
Gardner. 
Ald. O’Brien, Cullen, Wal­ 
ters and President Wheatley voting 
for the ayes and nays, and the former 
carried. 
Ald. O’Brien stated that the gentle­ 
men might aswell vote openly on the 
matter as now they knew how the 
vote would go anyhow, and that he 
thought as long as the mayor had ap­ 
pointed Mr. Barron that they ought 
to confirm the appointment as he had 
lived long enough in the city to be 
known as an honorable man and his 
rejection would place him before the 
people in the light of a tramp. 
The ballot was then taken and the 
result was six against and three for 
the confirmation of the appointment. 
The city clerk’s report was read 
showing the fines for the month to be 
$307.15, of which $289 was paid in by 
the inmates of houses of prostitution.
